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Fitzgeralds th To Be 
Home For Holidays 


(Ed. Note—The following letter 
from E. J. Fitzgerald, of Diamond 
Springs, who with Mrs. Fitzgerald 
have halted their world tour at Ma- 
nila and will return home across the 
Pacific, was received at this office 
on Thursday morning, November 2. 

(Mr. Fitzgerald dated the letter 
at Manila, October 26 and it crossed 
the Pacific by “Clipper Mail” and 
was in our office one week after he 
had written it, in Manila.) 

On nearing Shanghai, China, for 
a hundred and more miles out at 
sea we begin seeing the square sail- 
ed Chinese fishing junks. Fifty 
miles further inland the water of 
the sea is becoming quite a bright 
yellow. These muddy waters con- 
tinue throughout the Yellow Sea, 
due to the large amount of soil 
brought down by the Yangtse Ri- 
ver. We sail up this river for a dis- ; 
tance of forty miles and then turn 
into the Whangpoo River for an- 
other thirteen miles before reach- 
ing Shanghai. 

Ships are compelled to anchor 
out in mid-stream as there are no 
suitable landing places for’ the 
larger ships. The loading and un- 
loading of freight is accomplished 
by means of a floating platform and 
numerous barges which ply to and 
fro between the city and the ship. 

Shanghai, a city about the size of 
Chicago, is a busy trading center. 
Merchant ships of all nations, war- 
ships, and native boats of every 
description fairly swarm the waters. 
The greater number are row boats. 
propelled by means of an oar at 
the rear of the boat, The larger the 
boat the larger the oar, sometimes 
as long as twenty feet and handled 
by three or four men or women. If 
a very large boat, oars are used 
from various locations on the boat. 
Man power is cheap here. 

Beggars or thieves in row-boats 
came toward the ship, hoping the 
passengers would throw’ them 
oranges, apples, pennies, or what- 


not. Each of these boats had as its | 
equipment a long bamboo pole with | 
a steel hook on the end. With this | 
close to | 


pole, if permitted to come 
the vessel, they reach in through 
the portholes and hook clothing and 
other valuables belonging to the 
passengers. To keep these boats at 


a distance the ship’s crew continu- | 


ally play the ship’s water hose over 
the vessel’s side. 

One boat containing a Chinese 
woman and two half-grown child- 
ren was especially persistent. The 
man with the nearest hose warned 
them and emphasized it with a gen- 
tle sprinkling. This brought forth 
angry shouts and I suppose choice 
Chinese oaths from the cccupants 
but they continued their approach, 
whereupon they were given a heavy 
force of water. This dampened their 
wish for plunder and they withdrew 
completely soaked. 

The Japanese authorities said we 
could enter Shanghai on our Jap- 
anese visa, The officials on board the 
President Taft told us we needed no 
visa but to take our passports with 
us. No one questioned our landing 
or stay in the city. 

We landed at 3:30 o’clock and ran 
around until 9:00 o’clock that eve- 
ning. In exchange, an American 
dollar was worth $13.30 in Chinese 
money. We saw many wonderful 
stores, wonderful goods at unbe- 
lievable cheap prices, and cheap la- 
bor in every direction. A good tailor 
made linen suit of clothes such as 
men wear in the tropics could be 
had for $1.50 in our money. Silk 
shirts and pajamas for men twenty- 
five to fifty cents. In talking with 
one of the clerks, a girl who was a 
high school graduate and profici- 
ent in speaking English, Spanish 
and Chinese stated that she receiv- 
ed about $1.70 per week in our mo- 
ney. She said that some girls re- 
ceived only about sixty cents per 
month, 

The next day, at evening sailing 
down the East China Sea, we saw 
the most gorgeous sunset over the 
China hills that one could imagine. 

We disembarked in the Hong- 
kong region about 10:30 o’clock the 
following morning at Kowloon and 
crossed on a ferry to Victoria, the 
main city. A few of the streets are 
quite level but the greater number 
run up the steep hillside by means 
of stone steps. Our U.S. dollar here 
was worth about four Hongkong 
dollars. Goods were considerably 
higher here than they were in 
Shanghai. 

Everywhere people had goods of 
some kind that they wanted to 
sell, not only in the thickly con- 
gested stores, but along the side- 
walks and in every inconceivable 
nook and corner. Representatives 
from various stores beset us on ev- 
ery side asking us to go to their es-

Uses Feet To Launder, 
Sew And Cook For Self 
And Family Of Nine 


SAFFORD, Ariz., (iP—Mrs. Ruby 
Mathews who was born 37 years ago 
without arms, refused today to con- 
sider offers for adoption of her 
eighth child to which she gave 
birth, without medical aid, on a 
lonely country road a week ago. 


“Its awfully nice of these people,” 
the armless mother said, nodding 
her head in the direction of a pile 
of telegrams from persons asking 
to adopt the week-old baby girl, “but 
it won’t take much to feed the 
baby. Only an ounce a day maybe 
for a long time. It won’t cost much.” 


Hospital attendants urged her to 
accept one of the adoption offers to 
“make it easier for you.” But Mrs. 
Mathews doesn’t believe she has it 
much harder than any other mo- 
ther. 


“I don’t know,” she said, “I man- 
age to get along.
